There are many reasons why parents may not want | 

to send their children to public schools. The decision 
does not affect the power of the State to enforce proper | 
schooling. The State may insist that the academic stan- | 
dards of private schools be the same as those for public 
schools. It may license teachers and supervise all schools | 
to assure the maintenance of standards. But it cannot in- | 
terfere with special instruction of the normal or cultura)! 
nature. | 
This decisinon illustrates how the United States| 
constitution and the United States Supreme Court euaran-| 
tee and protect the rights of the American citizen.

municipal undertaking such as a water system, hydro- 
electric plant or street railway. Never satisfied, the of-| 
ficial proponents of such propositions constantly reach | 
out for more and more. 

San Francisco municipal ownership enthusiasts 
seem determined to give the country another illustration | 
of pyramiding officialism. They originally started to de-| 
velop a municipal water supply. Long before the city has | 
been given water, they developed a hydro-electric property | 
as an offshoot of the water system. The city can use) 
about 10,000 h. p. for municipal purposes, but will have 
remaining from 50,000 to 90,000 h. p. either going to 
waste or to be disposed of. It has been offered $2,000,000 
a year by a private company for this power, which the 
private company would distribute through its regular sys- 
tem, to customers in the San Francisco territory. This 
businesslike proposition is bitterly opposed by municipal] 
ownership advocates. They now wish to build a distribu-|
